Bob Daniel Recommitted to the
Custody of the by

a Technicality

Robert Daniel was taken into custody
last evening by the sheriff's department
and will bo compelled to strengthen his
bond before ho again secures his free
dom.

The recommitment of Daniel followed
a motion by District Attorney Henry,
filed in district court yesterday, alleg-
ing of bond, and asking
that tho defendant bo recommitted to
the .keeping of tho sheriff pending a
hea'rjng of tho matter before Judge
Nave this morning.

Daniel, it will bo remembered, was
admitted to bail about six weeks ago
by Judge Doan in the sum of $20,000.
Ho furnished bond for this amount and
tho sureties were approved by a local
justice. There is no question about tho
strength at the. bond, but .there is an
insufficiency' oFbondsmcn, according to
tho amounts for which tho respectivo
sureties havo qualified. If, as in this
ease, there aro two bondsmen, and the
bond is fixed at $20,000, each should
qualify for the full amount, making the
security offered double tho amount of
tho bond. As. it is, the bondsmen have
qualified simply for tho exact amount
of the bond. Two morp bondsmen,
qualifying for $10,000 each, will bo re-

quired by tho court.
It is said that Daniel will experience

no trouble in furnishing a bond that
will satisfy tho law and will prqvc

to all parties concerned.
Thero is no foundation for tho report,
circulated yesterday, to tho effect that
district attorney filed tho motions sim-

ply to get tho matter boforo Judge
Nave, who, it was beliovcd, would de-cla-

"I cannot say it is intentional on tho
part of the department of justice, but
some actions look remarkably as if
favoritism is being displayed in the
selection of combinations to be inves-
tigated in the matter of attack. It is
inevitable that the mn who docs things
is in tho public eye, that tho "attack
upon him is always sure to gain pub-

licity. It is remarkable 'that cases
handled by tho of justice
are always tried by the newspapers be-

fore they get into tho courts."
Tho speaker also criticized tho mag-

azine writer who, ho said, mado a prac-tic- o

of nttacking men who accomplished
great things in tho mercantile and finan-xi- ul

world.
Ho then entered upon a dcefnse of

tho financiers of New York, asserting
that many of tho men who have borno
tho lash during tho last four years were
doing work for the good of tho coun-

try, thb valuo of which it would be
hard to estimate.

"They are seeking," ho said, "to
uphold tho credit upon which our pros-

perity rests. They are seeking to save
tho opportunity for tho profitable con-

tinuance of tho men who handle the
merchandise, tho men in manufacturing
enterprises and ia all other walks of

hie."
In conclusion Mr. Dawes urged an

amendment to the Sherman anti-tru- st

law, so as to avoid complications and
to moro specifically indicate which arc
criminal.

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Creditors Make Effort to Force
$25,000,000 Company Into
Involuntary Bankruptcy,

PRESIDENT SAYS THE
CONCERN IS SOLVENT

Asks for the Co-operat-
ion of

the Creditors in Putting the
Business on Its, Feet Ne-

vada Sank Failures,

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 24.

An insolvency petition in bankruptcy
was filed in tho federal court this after-
noon against the Southern Steel com-

pany. Tho creditors seeking this bank-
ruptcy order are tho Birmingham Coal
company, the Sayer "Mining & Manu-

facturing company and the Calaba
Coal company.

Tho Southern Steel company is cap-

italized at $25,000,000 and owns a big
steel plant and the Gadsden steel rod,
wire and nail mill.

It also owns coal mines at Altoona
and Virginia City and ore mines
throughout tho Birmingham district, as
well as coke ovens and other properties.
The petition alleged that the company
committed the act of bankruptcy in
acknowledging in writing its inability
to pay its debts. It is also averred that
the defendant company has been insolv-
ent for six months. The attorneys for
the petitioning creditors have gone to
Huntsville, where Judge O. R. Huntley
is holding United States court, to se-

cure an order naming a receiver.
President E. T. Shuler of the South-

ern Steel company said this afternoon
that the company is abundantly solvent.
"If creditors will be patient and co-

operate with us, all debts of the com-

pany will be paid and the company put
on .its feet," he said.

Shuler said also that operations at
the plant will go on uninterruptedly.
He attributed the financial embarrass-
ment to a tight money market in the
cast and other causes.

Tho Nevada Bank Failure
'. CARSON, Nov., October 24. Thcre
was a decidedly better feeling through-
out business circles today. Tho Ormsby
county bank with its branches will open
on Monday. President Frank Golden
makes the statement that all depositors
will be paid in full. No other business
failures are reported in towns where
the banks are located. The directors
of tho State Bank & Trust company
will hold a meeting, after which it is
expected a statement will be made re-

garding the amount of liabilities. It
has been given out semi-officiall- y that
$4,000,000 in deposits aro to be ac-

counted for.

CODPLER STATUTE

Arizona & New Mexico Railway

Confesses Judgment To

Be Fined $200

The Arizona & New Mexico Railway
company, operating a line of railway
traversing portions of Arizona and New
Mexico, and coming within tno juris-

diction of tho interstate commcrco com-

mission, in federal court yesterday con-

fessed judgment to two violations of
the federal safety appliance law and a
fino of $100 in each case, as provided
by law, will bo assessed.

Tho company violated tho law by
failing to keep couplers on its freight
cars in proper condition and allowing

them to become useless. According to

tho United States law, it is obligatory
upon railroads engaged in interstate
commcrco that they keep couplers on

their cars which mako it unnecessary

for trainmen to step between the cars
when cither in tho act of coupling or
uncoupling them.

Recently several inspectors have been

working in tho territory and claim to

have discovered many violations of this
safety act. Suits were filed yesterday
in Phoenix by the United States attor-

ney against the Santa Fc, Prescott &

Phoenix railway, charging fifteen vio-

lations.
The federal appliance law is for tho

protection of railroad employees. Be-

fore the day of patent couplers brake-me- n

wero often killed as a result of

stepping between the cars, while hun-

dreds of others have been maimed for
for life.
